The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-10 and 12-19 have been canceled. 



3. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited multi-component, 
longitudinally continuous extrusion further including a third member consisting of a 
thermoplastic cap laterally adjacent to and coextensive with a laterally outermost one of the first 
and second members of said extrusion, wherein the thermoplastic cap is molecularly bonded with 
the laterally outermost member, wherein the extrusion defines left and right hand sides, and 
wherein the thermoplastic cap has a weatherable thermoplastic polymer on the left side with 
polyvinyl chloride as a principle component by weight, and a paintable thermoplastic polymer on 
the right hand side with acrylic styrene acrylonitrile as a principle component by weight.
